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The Oldest in the United Btates-In- 
ttTMting Talk froa Banry 
H«B« Loat*

The oldest, perhaps, and most distin- 
guished family in the United States is 
that of Lee, of Virfflnia. Tbe pedigree of 
tiie family is deduced from l.,auncelot 
Lee, of Loudon, in France, who migrated 
to England at the time of the Norman 
conquest, and was rewarded for his valor 
at the battle of Hastinp bj a grant of 
land in Esaea. 

Lionel Lee, the next member of the 
family of whom mention is msde, flour- 
ished in the time of Richard I. He eeems 
to have been bitten by the then fashion* 
able erase for cm«adint, for in 1192 he ia 
found raising a company of gentlemen, 
and marching at their bead to tbe holy 
land* and tbe armor which he woreat tbe 
siege of Saint Jean d'Acre may be seen 
to this day in the horse armory in the 
tower of London. On bis retern to Eng- 
land he was created Karl of Litchfield, and 
received a grant of the manor of Ditch- 
ley, after which the Lcce called their 

estate in Vir^dnia. 

liichard Lee accompanied tbe E.irl of 
Surrey in bis expedition across the Scot- 
tiflli border in 1542, and his descendsnt, 
Henry Lee, of Ditchley, was installed a 
Kniglit of tbe (iarter in the reign of 
Klizabetli, being the second family to re- 
ceive that honor. 

Richard Lee (1), seventh son of Sir 
Robert I^ee of Hullcott, and younger 
brother of Sir Henry Lee of Ditctiley, 
above-mentioned, emigrated to America 
with a numerous household in tbe reign 
of Charles I, and settled in the country 
lying between the Bappabannock and I'o- 
tomae rlvera: He waa an ardent royalist 
and during the' protectorate of Cromwell 
was mainly iqetnimental tn Indtidng the 
colony of Vinlnia to sssome a aemi-in- 
dependent atUtode. His son, Biehard 
Lee (2), waa alco a prominent man in tbe 
colony. On his tombstone in Westmore- 
land Oonntjr is a Latin inscription aa fol- 
lows : 

" Here lieth the body of Biehard Lee, 
born iiwVirkjinia, son of Richard Lee, gen- 
tleman, def ended of an old family of 
Merton-Reiiis, in Shropshire. 

"Wbile be exercised tbe ofTice of a 
magistrate, be was a zealous promoter of 
the public good. 

" fie was well versed in Greek and 
L:ttin literature and Other bianehea of 
polite learning. 

" To God, whom he always adored with 
tbe greatest reverence, be tranquilly re- 
niiined his soul on the 12ih tiav of .March, 
1714, in the 8i:fty-eigbt of his ane." 

He left tive sons, of whom the eldest, 
Richard ',3), was father of tieorge Lee 
(4), who married the widow of f.,awreiico 
Washington, and was father of Het r -, 
better known as '' Light Horse Har^y " 
Lee (6), who was bora in Virginia, J.mu- 
arv 29, 1766, and died at Cuni'>erland 
Island, Oeontia, March 2«, 1818 He 
married first his second cousin, Mathilda, 
eldest daughter of Philip Ludwell Lee, 
(eldest son of Thomas Lee, President of 
the Colonial Council and great-grandson 
of Richard 1 e«>, the first of the family 
ho settled in Virginia), and secondly in 
1793, Anns, daughter of Charles Carter, 
by whom he had t)esides other issue: 

Robert Edward Lee (6), "The Great 
Captiin," born at ■'^tratford, Va., .Janu- 
ary 19, 1.S07, and died October 12, 1870, 
Having married iu 18.32, Mary, daugliter 
of (ieorge Wasbinaton Curtis, and 
adopted i:randd:iu>;liler and heiress of 
Gecirfre Wasliingion, with wbom be S' - 
quired the Arlington estate and the well- 
known White House on the Faraunkey. 
He left tive pons and three daughters. 

Stratford, the old homestead of the 
I>ee«, on tbe left t)ank of the Potomac, 
waa originally erected by Richard f-eo, 
the first of the nam© who settled in Vir- 
Kinia. It was completely destroyed by 
fire about the beginning of the last cen- 
tury, but subsequently rebuilt in much 
the same style, the bricks, wainsooatini 
and furniture being brought over from 
England. If the'English law of primo- 
geniture, which secures the landed estate 
to the eldest son, prevailed in the United 
States, tbe Leee might still be seated at 
Stratford, which has passed into other 
bands. The permanence of English so- 
ciety is attribnteble mainly to this ns- 
tional law of primogenitnre. In corrob- 
oration of this statement, I mav observe 
that there is s small estate on the border 
of the New Forest which originally be- 
loged to Purkis, the lime-bumer, who 
picketi op the body of William Rufus 
and carried the royal corpse in bis hum- 
ble cart to Winchester, and which baa 
deset'ixled tliroimb an unbroken male 
line of iinccHlry to a wortiiy yeoman of 
tbe same unme, now resident on tbe same 
farm near Stoiiey (Jrims, on tbe Riti>,'«oo 1 
road, some ei>!ht miles from Iv iiumcv.

A Hpeciul from Washington Otty Ssys 
the annual crop report of 'tbo Department 
of Agrienltare shows that there ie a larger 

aKgri'>.'at(> prodiii't of ct'reals than has 
ever before been recorded. It will 
amount to about 8,300.000,000 bnahels, or 
fully fifty bushels per heH<l. This is 
about three times the average supply per 
capita of Europe from borne piodoction, 
and receipts from other continents 
amount to only about one^ bushel per 
head. 

The aggregate potato production is 200,- 
000,900 bushels; the sweet potato crop 
about 40,000,000 bushels. The produc- 
tion of cane sugar is small ; sorghum a 
medium crop. Owing to the abundance 
of moisture and the moderate tempera- 
ture of spring, the hay crjp was very 
large. The cotton crop/ is of medium 
yield with increased acreit'fi. 

Fruits have been fairly abundant, 
though variable in production locally. It 
is the "even year" and apples Hr<» plenty 
for domestic use, while the olieapuess has 
favored exportation. 

The wool clip of 1888 was sliithtly re- 
duced in consequence of the reduction of 
flocks in Teiisnnii elsewhere. The esti- 
mated product of 269.000,000 pounds. 
The meat supply hasbeeta veryahundant 

The area of iiiai7. an estimateil for 'he 
crop of 1888, makes an Jncreaae of 3.280,- 
043 over the crop of 1887, and IS.INM.SSO 
acre.s over the (l■^^-^s crop of 1S7?), indi- 
cating a^ain of 21 per cent, in nine years. 

The oetlmatea of wheat area make a 
reducrtion of 30.1,(145 ai'res from the 
breadth of 1887. The atctfretiate is 37,- 
336,138, an increase of only 1,005.805 on 
the area of 1879, or a little more than 5 
per cent. 

The exports will p'obiblv be lexs than 
those of 1879 80 by at le.<st 100,000,000 
bushels; a quantity mo'ethau .imple tor 
the annual supply o' all the increase of 
population since 1880 •
